T he collision a tw een tho submarines S-42 and S-2G off San 
Diego, California, emphasizes the narrow margin by which the 
crew of the S -l were entombed and smothered to death in Cape 
Cod Bay. 
Hero is a case where the S-42 was proceeding sub­ 
merged in war maneuvers and rose directly under her sister ship, 
S-26. 
The periscope and much of the superstructure on the S-42 
were damaged, but there* was no vital injury to the ship. 
In the 
case of the S-4 she* was rising to the surface when the Coast Guard 
destroyer rammed her amidships. 
As investigation since has 
shown, the gash in the* side of the sub was partly closed by sb*el 
torn from the bow of the destroyer. 
Minutes passed before the 
flood in her compartments became serious and, but for a freak 
weakness in a ventilating tube, the punctured section could have 
been sealed and the crew could have brought their vessel to the 
surface. 
Every member of the crow survived the collision and 
every man was slowly smothered as the air within the compart­ 
ments was exhausted. 
Disaster sometimes depends upon a hair’s breadth. 
This fact 
is emphasised in the Navy’s method of meeting tho wreck hazard 
in submarines. 
Instead of putting rescue gear and tackle on the 
outside of the ship, so that she can be raised by pontoons and 
other lilting apparatus after being sunk, this weight is used to 
increase the chances of self-rescue by the crow within a damaged 
vessel, it is presumed that in most cases she will be far beyond the 
assistance or ken of salvage ships. 
S-42 is not the first United 
States submarine which has survived a collision while she was 
submerged; but the accident emphasizes the ability of these ves­ 
sels to take care of themselves in most emergencies. 
When con­ 
sideration of improved life-saving devices aboard submarines is 
actively undertaken, the differences between the two schools ad­ 
vocating respectively salvage from the outside and salvage from 
the inside should l>e fully expounded for the public benefit.—Philo* 
di'lphfa Inquirer.

The recent action of the American Federation of Labor, at 
its Los Angeles convention, may also be taken as a business stim ­ 
ulator and steadier. 
The convention went on record with em­ 
phasis in opposition to radicalism or the more modern term, com­ 
munism, which for a time threatened to bring at least a limited 
amount of disaster to tin* country,

T he collision between the submarines S-42 and S-26 off San 
Diego, California, emphasizes the narrow margin by which the 
crew of the S-4 were entombed and smothered to death in Cape 
Cod Bay. 
Here is a case where the S-42 was proceeding sub­ 
merged in war maneuvers and rose directly under her sister ship 
S-26. 
The periscope and much of the superstructure on the S-42 
were damaged, but there was no vital injury to the ship. 
In the 
case of the S-4 she was rising to the surface when the Coast Guard 
destroyer rammed her amidships. 
As investigation since has 
shown, the gash in the side of the sub was partly closed by steel 
torn from the bow of the destroyer. 
Minutes passed before the 
flood in her compartments became serious and, but for a freak 
weakness in a ventilating tube, the punctured section could have 
been sealed and the crew could have brought their vessel to the 
surface. 
Every member of the crew survived the collision and 
every man was slowly smothered as the air within the compart­ 
ments was exhausted. 
Disaster sometimes depends upon a hair’s breadth. 
This fact 
is emphasized in the N avy’s method of meeting the wreck hazard 
in submarines. 
Instead of putting rescue gear and tackle on the 
outside of the ship, so that she can be raised by pontoons and 
other lifting apparatus after being sunk, this weight is used to 
increase the chances of self-rescue by the crew within a damaged 
vessel, it is presumed that in most cases she will be far beyond tile 
assistance or ken of salvage ships. 
S-42 is not the first United 
States submarine which has survived a collision while she was 
submerged; but the accident emphasizes the ability of these ves­ 
sels to take care of themselves in most emergencies. 
When con­ 
sideration of improved life-saving devices aboard submarines is 
actively undertaken, the differences between the two schools ad­ 
vocating respectively salvage from the outside and salvage from 
the inside should be fully expounded for the public benefit.— Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer.
